During all this time, the Principal 

_ Confpirators were Managing theit other

The late Eatl of Shaftsbury, who had ar 
firſt Preſſed them to ſudden Riſing , 
which he would have had before 3 
Seventeenth of November laft, or upon that 
day art the fartheſt, fent tro the Conſpira- 
tors, at a Meeting appointed by them, to 
Know their Reſolurion ; and finding they 
would not adventure withour farther Pre- 
parariori, Conveyed himſelf ſecretly into 
Holland, to avoid the Danger he might be 
in by a Diſcovery. | 

His withdrawing himſelf from their 
Councets did not Diſcourage them fren 
Pufping their Defign, onely made them 
more. "Cautious ; Wherenpon * a 'new. 
Councel was appointed of Six Perſons 
that were to have the Chief Management 
of Aﬀairz, in Order ro a General inſur-
